Until Mass of Ice-Incrusted Debris in j 
Basement of Prideful Marble Budd- j 


ing Is Thoroughly Explored Only a 


Vague E s t i m a t e Can Be Placed Upon j 


Damage Done in Fire Which Threat­ 


ened New York’s Financial District, j

the block between Broadway and Xus 
sati street and Cedar and Pine streets 
the first great office building erected 
in New York, six men lost their lives. 
It 
was the 
most 
destructive oflic 
building fire in the city's history. One 
of the victims of the blaze was Bat­ 
talion t’hief William Walsh of the fire 
department, who died, carried down by 
a collapsing floor, as he was leading 
his men upward toward the Lawyers 
club room s. 
Three employes of the 
Cafe Savarin who were trapped on the 
roof plunged to death when the flames 
reached them. 
William Giblin, presi­ 
dent of the Mercantile Safe Deposit 
company, was saved in the nick of 
time — dragged 
through 
a 
window 
whose bars had been sawed through 
by firemen 
Invaluable records of the Equitable 
society. Of railroad companies and of 
corpoi it ions and law firms, housed in 
the building, were destroyed. 
Securi 
ties valued 
at nearly $1,000,000,00(1 
were endangered, although they are 
probably safe in the massive steel 
vaults now sheathed in ice. 
The fine 
law library containing 35.000 volumes, 
worth perhrps $500,000 and establish­ 
ed years ago by Henry Baldwin Hyde 
as an inducement to lawyer# to take 
quarters in the building, is dissipated 
in ashes 
Possibly 100,000 life insur­ 
ance policies upon which the Equita­ 
ble had loaned money were burned 
They were in steel boxes which may 
not have resisted the heat. If they are 
gone it will take legislation to repro­ 
duce them. 
All in all. the fire so tan 
gled the affairs ‘of corporations with 
vast Interests that it may take years 
to straighten them out. 
The business of Wall sreet was tied 
up for hours. 
Only the tremendous 
efforts of the firemen, reinforced by 
the Brooklyn department, saved the 
banking 
hduses 
that 
surround 
the 
Equitable site. 
Fighting in a sixty- 
mile northwest gale, in bitter weather 
the firemen beat back the conflagra­ 
tion that threatened to sweep across 
narrow streets 
and seize upon the 
Chase 
National 
bank, 
the 
Clearing 
House, the American Exchange hank 
and the American Surety building. The 
fire confused and upset all activities. 
The clearing house, imperilled gravely, 
took quarters In the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
The nearby hanks marked 
time, fearing destruction, their em­ 
ployes ready to transfer books and 
cash. 
For hours thousands of men 
employed in office buildings near the 
Equitable were barred by the police, 
who threw a stubborn guard around 
ten blocks. 
Stock Exchange transac­ 
tions, even the price of stocks, were 
affected. The fire brought a demorali­ 
zation hitherto unknown in New York’s 
money center. 
The actual money loss was compar­ 
atively slight, provided, that is, that 
the Equitable’# securities, the securi­ 
ties of the Gould and Harriman es­ 
tates and the stocks and bonds owned 
by the Thomas F. Ryan estate. August 
Belmont, 
Kountze 
brothers, 
W. 
A. 
Read, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and others 
were not charred or injured in the 
steel vaults where they were stored. 
Even the 
Equitable 
people do not 
mourn the building. 
They were going 
to tear it down soon, anyway, and fig­ 
ured its actual value to the stock and 
policy holders as precisely nothing, 
it was outworn and antiquated and 
the cost of demolishing it would have 
been far more, the society’s officers 
said, than the loss in furnishings and 
equipment. 
Figuring that way, the 
society places its loss at only $250,000. 
but the value of the law library is not 
included in the estimate. 
Insurance 
experts guessed that the loss to ten­ 
ants would amount to perhaps $400,- 
000. 
So all told, the loss was perhaps 
$1,000,000. 
The fire started in the rear of the 
Cafe Savarin, the celebrated bar and 
restaurant so long run by the Equi­ 
table itself, and only severed from it 
after 
the 
insurance 
investigation. 
President Day of the Equitable said 
that the best information he could get 
was that the start was in a storeroom 
used by he Savarin. and that there 
had been an explosion of gasoline. 
A 
gasoline stove was in the storeroom. 
The fire rushed upward through the 
elevator shaft and then spread over 
the top floor, rapidly working down, 
catrying all before it until nothing was 
left but a charred and ice-incrusted 
mass of debris in the basement of the 
building, only the 
marble^ walls of 
which were left standing. 


Plunges Over Embankment. 
Bellaire. ()., Jan. 10.—Two men were 
fatally injured and a number of others 
Buffered painful cuts and bruises when 
an automobile truck containing forty 
two passengers, returning from a wed­ 
ding celebration, plunged over a forty 
foot embankment near here.

The life of St. Pau l is a conspicu ­ 
ou s ex ample of the power of a fix ed 
pu rpose. 
Por y ears he was the most 
hated and feared of all the enemies 
of the Infant chu rch. 
And y et when 
conv erted to thg new faith he be­ 
came as ardent in its adv ocacy as hs 
had been zealou s in its persecu tion. 
The same concentration of effort and 
focu sing of energy which gav e u s Sau l 
the persecu tor gav e u s also Pau l the 
apostle. 
Tak e away this power of 
concentration and he m ight hav e held 
the same conv ictions, bu t they wou ld 
hav e been powerless for either good 
or ill. 
A large part of the tragedy 
and pathos of the world comes from 
th e ex istence of so many thou ghtless, 
.pu rposeless liv es. 
Talented men and 
women fall to attain the goal to which 
th ey aspire throu gh too great diffu - 
eion of effort and dissipation of en­ 
ergy . 
In the field of mechanics 
we 
hav e the man who is jack -of-all-trades 
and conseq u ently good at none. 
In 
bu siness we hav e the indu strial v aga­ 
bond who drifts from one position to 
another and nev er m ak es good in any 
one. 
In college or u niv ersity life we 
hav e the stu dent who comes almost to 
the end of his college career before he 
gains any adeq u ate idea of why he is 
there and then look s back with regret 
ov er a long array of wasted opportu ­ 
nities. 
The only remedy for the perv ersion 
of many a good and wholesome insti­ 
tu tion is the concentration of all one’s 
powers and facu lties u pon 
what is 
v ital and essential to the institu tion 
itself. 
As we open the doors of ou r 
pu blic schools we need to remind ou r­ 
selv es and those to whom we Intru st 
ou r children that a sy stem of instru c- j 
tion which stores the mind with facts, 
bu t fails to im part strength of win 
and strenu ou sness of pu rpose is bar­ 
ren. 
And as we open the doors ol otir 
Su nday schools and chu rches we need 
to remember that a religiou s institu ­ 
tion whicu mak es the su prem e end or 
its ex istence any thing bu t the cu lti­ 
v ation of a religiou s spirit and the ap­ 
plication of that spirit 
to 
life 
is 
sterile. 
Jt is often said th at the chu rch 
k eeps itself too remote from hu man 
life, that It does not concern itself 
su fficiently with the practical details 
of ev ery -day life. 
We are told that it 
mu st enlarge Its fu nction and div er- 
sify its activ ity . 
It shou ld champion 
this philanthrophy and espou se that 
reform. 
Its m inisters shou ld become 
ex perts in scientific agricu ltu re or in 
economics or sociology 
The criti­ 
cism may be ju st. 
It is possible that 
there has been too great a gu lf be­ 
tween religion and life, between tbe 
chu rch and other hu man institu tions. | 
It is well for the cou ntry minister lo 
k nowr something of scientific farming 
and for the city m inister to k now 
something of economics and sociology , 
bu t for either of them to regard this 
as the essence of his ministry and 
therefore as the su prem e bu siness of 
the chu rch wou ld be nothing short or 
a calamity . 
The chu rch has no right 
to become so deeply interested in su b­ 
ordinate ends, and aims that it neg­ 
lects the father's 
bu siness—the re­ 
demption of hu man life and of hu man 
society throu gh the cu ltiv ation and 
diffu sion of a genu inely religiou s spir­ 
it and character. 
The real test of the worth of any 
chu rch members is his ability to pu t 
first things first and k eep them there. 
And foremost among these first things 
Is the Institu tion of pu blic worship. 
Chu rch attendance Is the first du ty to 
be entered u pon and the last to be 
giv en u p, for it Is dy namic to them 
all. 
With this du ty fu lfilled we shall 
be all the better prepared to serv e in 
other departm ents of the associated 
life of the chu rch. 
This commu nity 
needs the serv ice of a liberal Chris­ 
tian chu rch. 
This chu rch needs the 
serv ices of liberal Christian men and 
women. 
These two needs mu st be 
met together or not at all. 
If we fall 
In ou r du ty to the chu rch, the chu rch 
mu st fall In Its du ty to the commu ­ 
nity . 
As we tneet together after the 
v acation period can we not say ,’ 
1 his 
one thing I do; by the grace of God 
and with the strength that he has 
giv en I will do all In my power to 
m ak e this chu rch a more efficient fac­ 
tor In this commu nity and in the 
world.”

H is the ax le. 
B is a block 
of wood fastened

j A is a flat piece of iron 2l£

In order to raise cattle in the east 
with any profit, or withou t loss, we 
m u st hav e one or the other of the 
beef breeds. 
The Shorthorns, Here- 
fords and Aberdeen Angu s, 
are all 
good and each has its admirers. 
1 
prefer the Shorthorns 
becau se 
the 
cows are generally the better milk ­ 
ers.. 
W hatev er others may think they 
can do, or hav e done, I can’t raise 
good calv es on dishwater, milk slop 
and hay tea. You ng calv es need milk 
for a while as mu ch as babies and to 
k eep them growing right along they 
m u st hav e it. 
We prefer to hav e ou r cows calv e 
in the fall, both on accou nt of winter 
dairy ing and for raising the calv es, 
which if k ept in a warm stable du r­ 
ing the winter and fed milk , hay and 
meal will sooner obtain the size most 
profitable for their disposal to the 
bu tcher. 
Ou r calv es, when tak en from their \ 
mothers, are each prov ided with a 
separate pen for conv enience in feed­ 
ing so they need not fight for the 
food bu ck et, rob each other of thetr 
mess, or su ck each others ears and 
nav els when done drink ing. 
The latter is a v iciou s habit which 
they soon acq u ire when two or more 
are penu ed together and u nless pre­ 
v ented it soon cau ses a blemish on 
the belly . 
Each calf la prov ided with a feed­ 
ing bu ck et in a box which Is nailed 
fast to the side of the pen. 
This pre 
v ents the bu ck et from being 
u pset 
and the milk spilled by the calv es’ 
greedy bu tting, otherw ise the feeder, 
for safety , wou ld hav e to stand and 
hold It while the calv es were drink ­ 
ing. 
As soon as we begin feeding the 
calv es sk im milk , which is abou t ten 
day s after being tak en from the cow, 
a handfu l of w heat middlings is pu t 
into the milk of each calf and the 
calv es are fed twice a day . 
The q u antity Is gradu ally increased 
u ntil a pint or m ore can be fed to 
adv antage twice a day . 
After they ‘ 
hav e become fond of tbe middlings 
it Is better to feed It to them dry in- j 
stead of pu tting it into the milk so 
th a t they will hav e to eat it slower 
instead of gobbling It down. 
Oats, corn and ry e grou nd 
together: 
m ak e good feed for calv es in addition | 
to milk , bu t there 1b more danger in 
feeding this k ind of meal than mid­ 
dlings as it is more lik ely to produ ce * 
diarrhoea or scou rs. 
A little flax seed 
meal wtil improv e the ration and su p _ 
ply the place of oth er foods. 
Before they are fou r week s old 
they are fed a little hay , or rowen, 
In addition to their milk and meal. 
There is more danger of feeding too 
mu ch sk im milk than too little, a« 
too liberal feeding of it is apt to 
bring on the scou rs. 
Some calv es can stand more thar 


respectiv ely . J is the point of attac h ­ 
ment for the ordinary wagon dou ble- 
tree. 
Instead of hav ing the ordinary 
dou ble-tree here, two pieces of flat 
iron, D and E are u sed, E being twice 
as long as D. 
These two arm s arti­ 
cu late at J, the wagon ham m er hold­ 
ing them in place instead of the dou ­ 
ble-tree. 
The diagram shows these to 
be fastened u nderneath the tongu e. 
This is for greater clearness in illu s­ 
tration. 
In practice they shou ld rest 
on top of the tongu e ju st the sam e as 
th e ordinary dou ble-tree. 
The two 
rods. C, connect D and K with the 
bar A, u nder the ax le as shown. 
The 
single-tree F fastenes onto the end of 
D and the dou ble-tree G onto the end 
of E. 
Thu s a hitch for three horses 
is prov ided, the draft is eq u alized, 
and there are two horses on one side 
of the tongu e and one on the other. 
A sick le bar from a cast off mower 
is good m aterial for the bar A.

if lie is any good he can mak e an ev en­ 
er that will answer the pu rpose splen­ 
didly , where three horses are req u ired 
on the wagon.

10.— The punishment of 
the Kev. Clarence V. T. Richeson for 
the treacherous murder of Miss Avis 
W . Linnell On Oct. 14 last w ill be death 
in the electric chair some time during 
the week beginning May 19, unless 
the governor and 
executive council 
commute the sentence. 
The young Virginian heard his doom 
pronounced by Judge Sanderson with­ 
out the quiver of an eyelash. 
If the 
man has any 
fears about meeting 
death in the form of a lightning stroke 
he gave no indications of them during 
the few minutes that he stood erect 
before the judge 
in the courtroom. 
Some thought they detected a slight 
flush apparent on the man’s face when 
Judge Sanderson called upon God to 
have m ercy 011 Richeson’s soul. 
It 
was as if the murderer felt a momen­ 
tary sense of shame at the mention of 
the Master whom he had pretended to 
serve faithfully as a m inister of the 
gospel. 
Then Richeson walked stead­ 
ily from the courtroom and was taken 
to the Charles street jail, rem aining 
there until he is removed to the state 
prison at Charlestown to be executed. 
Richeson was but a wreck of his 
former self physically, but he betray­ 
ed no indications of being m entally 
deranged. 
H e answered the few ques­ 
tions quickly, distinctly 
and

gently, and gave every indication of a 
rational comprehension of w hat he w a­ 
dding.

Wafer«.—Sprinkle cracker?* 
generously with grated cheere dust 
over a little salt and cayenne pepper, 
and hake in the oven until thn cheese 
is melted. 
Cheese and Olive 
Salad.— Mash a 
cream cheese moisten 
with 
cream, 
and season with salt

cayenne. 
Add six olives finely chopped, lettuce 
finely cut and half a tan of sweet red 
peppers cut in strips. 
Press m orig­ 
inal shape of cheese and let stand 
two hours. 
Cut in slices, separate to 
pieces and serve on lettuce leaves 
with boiled or mayonnaise dressing 
Gnocchi a la Romans.—Melt a fourth 
of a cup of butter, and when bubbling 
add a fourth of a cup of flour, the 
name amount of cornstarch and two 
cups of milk. 
Cook three 
minutes, 
stirring constantly 
Add the yolk» of 
two eggs slightly beaten, and a half 
cup of cheese. 
Pour into 
buttered 
mold or shallow pan and when cool 
cut in gquares or strips, sprinkle with 
a fourth of a cup of cheese and brown 
in the oven. 
Serve from the dish in 
which it is baked. 
Cheese Omelet. — Beat two eggs 
slightly, add one-half a teaspoon of 
metted butter, a little salt and pepper 
and a tablespoon of cheese, 
grated, 
into the omelet pan add a tablespoon- 
ful of butter and when melted pour ia 
the mixture, cook until firm, sprinkle 
with grated cheese and serve with 
graham bread sandwiches 
Cheese Fondue.— Mix together n cup­ 
ful each of bread crumbs and scalded 
milk; add a fourth 
of a pound 
of 
cheese cut to small pieces, a table 
spoonful of butter and a half feaspoon- 
ful of salt. 
Heat the yolks of three 
eggs until thick and add. then cut and 
fold in the whites, beaten until stiff. 
Pour into a buttered baking dish and 
bake twenty minutes in a moderate 
oven.
